Shop’s message 
on street drunks 


“VAGABONDS” are plaguing 
charity shops - and the 
manager of one of the 
premises being targeted is 
urging people to stand up to 
them. 

Susie Fletcher, manager of Age 
UK in Ely, says customers are 
coming into her shop drunk, 
raking through her rubbish bins 
and abusing staff.

She and her staff have even 
witnessed yobs taking drugs near the 
shop’s bins. 

Only last week, someone stole the 
shop’s large green wheelie bin, which 
will cost £275 to replace. 

Susie, who has worked at the shop, 
based in High Street Passage, for 
almost two years, says the problem is 
getting better and insists that it is 
because she stands up to the culprits. 

She said: “These drunks and 
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vagabonds are plaguing our shop and I 
know we’re not the only victims. 

“They come into the shop drunk, 
they sometimes abuse staff and they 
can be extremely intimidating. 

“They’re constantly rummaging 
through our bins looking for anything 
they can find and are always drunk. 
Sometime they have intimidating dogs 
with them too. 

“Once we went out to the bins to 
find someone shooting up with a 
needle in their arm. 

“The most recent incident involved 
our wheelie bin being stolen. We’re a 
charity - £275 to replace it is a lot of 
money.” 

Susie says the police are doing all 
they can to catch the culprits but 
insists people need to stand up to 
them. 

She said: “I always stand up to them. 
I’m not aggressive but I am firm and it 
always takes them by surprise. 

“They don’t expect people to stand 
up to them so that is what I need, and 
things are steadily improving as they 
know I just won’t stand for it. 

“Ely is a beautiful city and we have 
the Jubilee celebrations just around 
the corner. 

“Having drunk people doing things 
like this on our street is not a good 
image and we need to do all we can to 
stamp it out.”

CROWS and rooks are 
wreaking havoc in Ely 
- and angry residents 
are calling for them to 
be shot. 

People say the number of 
birds nesting in trees and 
on rooftops in the 
Annesdale and Station Road 
area of the city are spiralling 
out of control. 

Pedestrians are com¬ 
plaining that the birds are 
defecating on them, moto¬ 
rists say their cars are being 
covered with faeces and 
residents say their noise is 
unbearable. 

Complaints have been 
made to the Weekly News 
and the City of Ely Council, 
but the council says only 
the district council can take 
action and only if they are 
deemed a health and safety 
hazard. 

Robert Simpson, 66, from 
Ely, said: “The number of 
crows in the Annesdale area 
is now spiralling out of 
control. 

“Nothing’s being done to 
control their nesting so 
they’re just breeding and 
breeding. There are 
hundreds of them. 

“I walk through Annes¬ 
dale to get to Tesco and the 
railway station regularly but 
I’ve actually stopped now as 
I was getting pooed on so 
much. It just falls from the 
trees like huge blobs of rain. 

“The council needs to 
control them just as farmers 
and gamekeepers do in the 
countryside. Shooting some 
of them would be the best 
way” 
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One Annesdale resident, 
who did not want to be 
named, described the 
crows as unbearable. 

She said: “There are so 
many of them. The trees 
here are big so they 
provide the perfect 
breeding site. 

“They’re so noisy and 
they’re constantly in the 
gardens and on our roofs. 
Our cars get covered in poo 
too. 

“I’m aware complaints 
have been made to the 
council and yes we would 
like something to be done 
about them.” 

According to the Royal 
Society for the Protection 
of Birds (RSPB), the crow is 
“one of the cleverest, most 
adaptable of our birds”. 

The RSPB website adds: 
“Carrion crows will come 
to gardens for food and 
although often cautious 
initially, they soon learn 
when it is safe, and will 
return repeatedly to take 
advantage of whatever is 
on offer.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
city council confirmed that 
“one or two” complaints 
had been made about the 
birds but that the city 
council did not feel it was 
responsible for controlling 
their numbers. 

A spokesman for the 
district council said no 
complaints had been 
received. 
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PLANS to transport 
sewage along the Great 
River Ouse with barges 
instead of tankers are 
still in the pipeline. 

Anglian Water was 
due to make a decision 
over swapping from 
tankers to barges at the 
end of last year. 

But six months on, 


the organisation is still 
analysing the costs and 
environmental issues 
the plans could have. 

However, Anglian 
Water insists the plans 
are still in the pipeline. 

Tugs towing 400- 
tonne barges would 
bring sludge from the 
treatment works beside 


the river off Cresswells 
Lane, Ely, to moorings 
near king’s Lynn. 

The sludge, which 
would be piped to the 
Clenchwarton treat¬ 
ment plant, could then 
be turned into biogas or 
fertilizer. 

A trial carried out last 
autumn was hailed a 


success, with the 40- 
mile journey taking two 
days. 

Anglian Water bel¬ 
ieves the move would 
cut the number of 
lorries travelling to and 
from its plant at 
Clenchwarton, near 
King’s Lynn, from 60 to 
10 . 
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Mayor accused of breach 

New civic leader to face standards sub-committee over conduct code

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ELY’S new mayor is accused of 
breaching strict council code 
of conduct rules and will be 
the subject of a standards 
hearing next week. 

District and city Cllr Will Burton 
was formally appointed as the Mayor 
of Ely at a ceremony on Monday after 
taking over the role from Cllr John 
Yates. 

Cllr Burton, who represents Ely 
West ward, says he is “elated” to take 
on the mayoral role. 

But on Wednesday, May 23 he will

be the subject of a hearing at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council’s 
standards sub-committee as it is 
alleged he has breached the council’s 
code of conduct. 


The City of Ely Council has 
confirmed that the complaint was 


made by one of Cllr Burton’s 
neighbours and that the issue relates 
to the location of a CCTV camera in 
their street - Forehill in Ely 

Cllr Burton, 68, is accused of failing 
to declare a personal interest and a 
possible prejudicial interest a CCTV 
committee meeting on January 29 this 
year. He told the Weekly News he was 
unable to speak about the accus¬ 
ations but said he feels proud to 
represent Ely as mayor for the next 12 
months. 

He said: “I’m elated to become the 
Mayor of Ely. It’s the first time I’ve 
ever been mayor and I feel proud to 
have been elected. 

“I shall do everything in my powers 
to bring good things to Ely over the 


next 12 months, and that includes 
implementing new local policies 
which we, as a city council, have 
created over the last 12 months. 

“I have made small, local charities 
my theme for the year. I want to help 
the small organisations which require 
just a few hundred pounds in order to 
get up and running and making a real 
difference in the community.” 

Cllr Burton also revealed that if it 
had not been for the concerns of his 
wife, Siobhan Branagh, he could have 
lost his left hand at the weekend. 

He suffered a serious haematoma 
in his hand last Saturday evening and 
underwent surgery. He said: “If it 
wasn’t for Siobhan I probably would 
have just taken some tablets but she 


demanded that I went through to 
hospital. 

“The surgeons said if I hadn’t 
reacted that night I could have easily 
lost my hand. I’m left handed as well 
so it would have been awful.” 

A spokesman for the district 
council confirmed that Cllr Burton 
was the subject of an upcoming 
standards committee hearing. 

He said: “We have received a 
standards complaint regarding Cllr 
Will Burton in his capacity at the City 
of Ely Council. 

“The allegation is Cllr Burton failed 
to declare a personal interest and 
possible prejudicial interest at a 
meeting of the CCTV committee on 
January 29.”

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Drivers confused at 
parking sign rules 


DRIVERS have been left scratching 
their heads because of a sign at a car 
park in Ely. 

The sign is at the popular Fisher¬ 
man’s car park in Willow Walk and was 
put up by East Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

The council insists the information 
on the sign is clear to understand but 
Jonathan Midgeley, of Downham Road, 
is confused. 

He said: “As a comparative 
newcomer to Ely, I have been delighted 
to find so much open space for a good 
long walk. 

“I usually walk in the morning and 
park in Fisherman’s car park by the 
river. But I am confused by the signs in 
the car park. 

“On the one hand there is a 90- 
minute restriction between the hours 
of 8am and 10am and on the other, 
motorists are invited to park all day 
after 8.30am. 

“It’s baffling and misleading and the 
council needs to make it easier for 
people to understand.” 

Another motorist, Jean Peck, from 
Little Downham, is also confused. 

She said: “My family and I went 
down to Pocket Park the other 
morning and parked in the 
Fisherman’s car park. 

“We arrived at around 8.45am and 
we were confused as to whether we 
could park there all day or whether we 
were only allowed to be there for 90 
minutes.

“The sign is not clear enough and 
sends out mixed signals.” 

But a spokesman for the district 
council insists the sign is not 
misleading. He said that if motorists 
arrive at the car park after 8.30am, they 
are permitted to stay all day. 

He added: “If you arrive before 
8.30am you can only park for 90 
minutes, due to the early morning 
restrictions. There is no limit on the 
amount of time disabled badge- 
holders can park in the car parks.” 

He added that the rules were the 
same in all of Ely’s long stay car parks, 
including those in Barton Road, 
Newnham Street and Ship Lane.

Crash man’s heartbreak 

Motorcyclist who lost leg in accident sees compensation hopes thwarted

A MOTORCYCLIST who 
suffered life-changing 
injuries in a horrific crash 
says he feels “numb” after 
learning he will not 
receive compensation. 

Robert Whiteford was just 30 
when his right leg was 
amputated. 

He was riding his 750cc bike 
when he suffered a glancing 
blow with an HGV in April 
2009. The injuries to his leg 
were so bad that it had to be

immediately amputated just 
above the knee. 

Mr Whiteford, who lives in 
Soham with his partner Karen 
Lofts, has been fighting for 
justice ever since the crash but 
last week judges at London’s 
Court of Appeal dismissed his 


appeal - meaning he will not 
receive any compensation. 

Mr Whiteford, now aged 33, 
says he and his family are 
shocked by the decision. 

He said: “We are all so 
shocked. We feel numb and 
don’t honestly know where to 
go from here. 

“I’ve been going over things 
in my head but just can’t come 
to terms with the fact the 
appeal’s been dismissed. It just 
doesn’t seem fair.” 

Mr Whiteford, of Guntons 
Close, was a lorry driver at the 
time of the crash but has not 
been able to work since. 

He does have a prosthetic leg 
but says it is so uncomfortable 


that he can only wear it for 
around three hours a day. The 
rest of the time, he is wheel¬ 
chair-bound. 

His partner is not only his 
full-time carer but also works 
as an office manager to try to 
make ends meet. 

Mr Whiteford still has to go 
to Addenbrooke’s once a week 
for physiotherapy treatment. 

Following a hearing at 
Cambridge County Court last 
year a judge awarded Mr 
Whiteford the right to 
potentially hundreds of 
thousands of pounds in 
damages. 

But before he could receive a 
penny, insurers for the lorry’s 


operator, Kubas Uab, launched 
an appeal in a bid to wipe out 
Mr Whiteford’s right to a 
payout. 

On May 9, he left London’s 
Court of Appeal empty-handed 
after appeal judges overturned 
the county court judgment. 

Mr Whiteford says he hopes 
to find work in the near future. 

He added: “This accident 
completely changed my life 
and my family’s lives. 

“My life will never be the 
same again. 

“We now risk losing our 
home. I’ve worked my whole 
life and now we risk losing 
everything. Where is the justice 
here?” 


Job fears at top chain 


FEARS of job losses are 
growing after one of the 
region’s high street shop 
chains announced trading 
in its shares had been 
suspended. 

Clinton Cards, which has 
nine shops in the region 
including one in Ely’s High 
Street, is expected to go 
into administration after its 
biggest supplier called in 
millions of pounds in bank 
loans. 

The share suspension 
comes after Clinton’s banks 


- Barclays and taxpayer- 
backed Royal Bank of 
Scotland - sold the 
company’s £35m of loans to 
its biggest supplier, 
American Greetings. 

But where the banks 
waived certain loan 
conditions, American 
Greetings has said it will 
push the company into 
administration.

Bypass to share 
in £ 16 m injection 


ELY’S southern bypass 
project is to benefit from a 
£16m cash injection. 

The Greater Cambridge 
Greater Peterborough Enterprise 
Partnership (LEP) has awarded 
£16. lm of Government funding 
to infrastructure schemes across 
the region - of which the bypass 
is one. 

Bosses say the bypass project 
is a vital scheme which is 
“currently held back due to 
funding constraints”. 

Neville Reyner, chairman of 
the LEP, said he hoped the 
allocation of the money would 
unlock a further £26m of public 
and private support, and would 
create 12,500 jobs across the 
region. 

He said: “We are delighted to 
announce such a diverse range 
of shortlisted projects for 
Growing Places funding ranging 
from space for businesses to set 
up and grow through to vital 
infrastructure priorities that are

all currently held back due to 
funding constraints. 

“The first round of Growing 
Places funding has been 
specifically targeted at projects 
that can get under way within 
this financial year. 

“Importantly, most of the 
schemes will be repaying the 
money provided to them over 
time so creating a revolving LEP 
capital fund that can in turn help 
even more projects get off the 
ground in the future.” 

Tests are currently under way 
to see what impact a southern 
bypass could have on Ely’s 
conservation area - including 
the cathedral. 

Officers from Cambridgeshire 
County Council and East Cambs 
District Council say the tests will 
consider all options for tackling 
congestion around Ely railway 
station - including two possible 


bypass routes and an enhanced 
underpass. 

The work includes studies on 
land which could be used, air 
quality and archaeology tests. 

The results will then go out for 
further public consultation 
before a final decision is made 
by the county council’s cabinet 
this summer. 

Alex Plant, the LEP’s strategy 
director, said: “This funding is 
being used for strong projects 
that can deliver quickly, and it is 
being used in a way that will 
create a sustainable revolving 
fund, building on the ‘loan not 
grant’ approach adopted for 
previous successful projects 
such as the Addenbrooke’s 
access road. 

“We look forward to making 
more detailed announcements 
about each of these schemes 
soon and getting these projects 
moving to unlock a significant 
number of new jobs and 
economic growth across our LEP 
area.”

for roundabout

Broad Street and knocked mine into the 
other carriageway, which luckily was 
empty at the time. 

“Subsequently I organised a petition of 
several hundred names requesting a 
mini-roundabout at this junction. 

“This was rejected on the grounds that 
there was insufficient space for four exits 
despite the fact a similar one had just 
been successfully constructed at the 
junction of Silver Street/The Gallery, The 
Porta and Barton Square. 

“With the opening of the new 
Sainsbury’s in Lisle Lane, there has been 
an exponential increase of traffic and 
congestion, so a mini roundabout is even 
more necessary.” 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
County Council said the possibility of 
building a mini roundabout at the 
junction had been explored and that it 
was deemed an unsafe location. 

The spokesman said alternative ways to 
make the junction safer could be 
discussed as part of the Ely Traffic and 
Environment Study which is currently 
being held by the county, district and city 
councils. 


WORRIED motorists are calling 
for a roundabout to be built at a 
busy junction in Ely. 

Drivers claim the junction where Broad 
Street meets Back Hill is a “safety hazard” 
and that a serious accident will happen 
unless action is taken. 

People are calling for highways to build 
a “mini” roundabout at the junction, 
similar to the one further up Back Hill, 
where the street meets The Gallery and 
Barton Square. 

leff Parkinson, who lives in Back Hill, 
said: “The junction at Broad Street and 
Back Hill is nothing but a safety hazard. I 
have lost count of the amount of times 
I’ve witnessed vehicles almost hitting 
each other head on. 

“The traffic in both Back Hill and Broad 
Street is far too busy for the junction just 
to be a standard junction. We need a 
mini-roundabout built there like the one 
just a few metres down the road. It’s only 
a matter of time before there’s a serious 
collision at this junction and we can’t 
afford for that to happen.” 

Ely resident Alison Rhoda-Iones is also 
concerned. Posting on the community 
website Shape Your Place, she said: “A few

Sculptor 


A CRAFTSMAN says 
he feels shunned after 
being told he is “not 
welcome” to moor his 
boat in Ely. 

Talented willow sculptor 
Lee Eastwood had travelled 
from Norfolk to Ely to 
demonstrate willow sculp¬ 
ting at the city’s Eel Festival 
on May 5 

Mr Eastwood, who lives 
on an eye-catching wooden 
boat which took him three 
years to build, planned to 
moor in the city’s Waterside 
area after the festival as his 
quirky sculptures - and his 
boat - proved such a hit 
with locals and tourists. 

But East Cambridgeshire 
District Council demanded 
that the 45-year-old 
immediately moved on. 

The council insists the 
only reason Mr Eastwood 
was asked to move on was 
because he had outstayed 
the river’s strict 48-hour 
stay - but he says he was 
told he was “not welcome”. 

Mr Eastwood, who 
makes everything from 
deer to dog sculptures 
using willow sent from the 
Somerset Levels, said: “I 
feel completely shunned. 

“The reaction I had from 
people in Ely was amazing. 
They loved my sculptures 
and they loved my boat. I 
must have had hundreds of

people asking me if it was 
okay to photograph my 
boat, as they especially 
liked the life-size fisherman 
on the back. 

“I thought it’d be nice to 
stick around for a while and 
give people some willow 
weaving demonstrations 
on my boat but the answer 
was no. I was told I was not 
welcome in Ely any longer 
and that I had to go.” 

Mr Eastwood, who 
exhibits at country fairs 
across the region, says the 
council should slacken the 
48-hour mooring rules, 
especially in spring and 
summer. 

He said: “Wouldn’t it be 
lovely for craftsmen and 
women like me to moor up 
in Ely during the spring and 
summer and bring a bit of 
life to the river? 

“It could be like a little 
craft market on the water.” 

But the district council 
insists 48-hour stay 
restrictions must be in 
place for all boaters. 

A spokesman for the 
council said: “Ely and its 
riverside is a very popular 
destination during the 
spring and summer for 
tourists and boat owners.

request for a meeting was and I 
feel that the message is being 
received by the Department for 
Transport. 

“Investment in the junction 
will transform what is currently a 
barrier to growth into a driving 
force for economic prosperity in 
East Anglia.” 

The Ely North Junction is 
located in Queen Adelaide and 
links London, Norwich, Cam¬ 
bridge, Peterborough and King’s 
Lynn. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, MPs from across the 
region, as well as representatives 
from Cambridgeshire, Suffolk 
and Norfolk county councils and 
Network Rail bosses, are calling 
for it to be upgraded. 

They say improvement work, 
predicted to cost £10m, will 
improve all rail services, and that 


many lines could become half- 
hourly services if the work goes 
ahead. 

They also say the junction is 
creating a bottleneck, which is 
having a negative impacting on 
the economic growth of East 
Anglia. 

Mr Freeman said: “This was a 
hugely positive meeting in which 
we wanted to make the case to 
the Secretary of State for the 
importance of investment in East 
Anglia rail infrastructure to drive 
sustainable development, and 
specifically the upgrade of the Ely 
‘bottleneck’, which is vital to 
improving services between 
Cambridge, Ely and Norwich, 
and Ely to Kings Lynn. 

“The Secretary of State was 
hugely encouraging about the 
Government’s recognition of the 
case for investment in our area 
and has invited us to pursue this 
in advance of the Government’s 
franchise announcements this 
summer.”

Store will 
‘hit town 
business’ 


BUILDING a new super¬ 
market and pub on the 
edge of Soham will have 
a “drastic” impact on 
town centre businesses. 

That’s the message from 
residents who fear for the 
future of the town’s High Street 
if major plans get the go- 
ahead. 

Harrier Developments Ltd 
wants to build a food store, 
petrol station and community- 
style pub/restaurant on land 
at The Shade and have sub¬ 
mitted a planning application 
to East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

While some people wel¬ 
come the plans, insisting 
Soham needs the extra 
facilities, many are worried 
that it will “drain” the town 
centre shops and businesses. 

Sue Griffin, of Fordham 
Road, Soham, said: “We do not 
need any of these new 
facilities. We have local super¬ 
markets, we have local petrol 
stations and we have plenty of 
pubs. 

“Soham’s town centre is 
struggling enough as it is. If we 
go and plonk all these on the 
outskirts of town I believe it’s 
going to have a drastic effect 
on our High Street. 


“How are local grocers, 
butchers, bakers and so on 
meant to compete with the big 
boys? We should be focusing 
on maintaining and rev¬ 
italising our town centre, not 
always on out-of-town dev¬ 
elopments.” 

Annabelle Parfitt, of Sand 
Street, Soham, is also worried. 

She said: “I’m worried that if 
this new supermarket and all 
the extras come with it are 
built, our town centre is going 
to be drained. 

“Shops are struggling to 
cover their rents as it is. We 
cannot lose our independent 
businesses.” 

However, local resident Tim 
Bladen insists Soham needs 
more facilities. 

He said: “Soham is growing 
and growing and unless we get 
more supermarkets, shops and 
extra facilities we are not going 
to be able to cope. 

“These plans are something 
we should all be supporting.” 

The proposals are part of 
major plans to develop a 
Northern Gateway in The 
Shade area of the town and 
Harrier Developments say 
they will create more than 200 
jobs for local people. 

The district council is 
expected to make a decision 
on the scheme soon.

THE DICTATOR

SACHA Baron Cohen atones for the 
sins of the woeful Bruno with this 
bad-taste comedy which kicks sand 
in the eye of political correctness. 

No subject is off limits-the 
September 11 attacks, rape, sexual 
equality, Judaism - as the film 
tramples merrily over social taboos 
as the titular despot runs amok in 
New York City. 

Baron Cohen is once again at at 
the centre of the madness, this time 
relying on a script rather than 
inspired improvisation with the 
unsuspecting public. 

He plays Admiral General 
Aladeen, tyrannical ruler of the 
African state of Wadiya, who is 
hiding the real Bin Laden in one of 
his opulent palace’s spare rooms. 

During a visit to “the Devil’s nest” 
of America to address the United 
Nations about his nuclear arsenal, 
Aladeen is usurped by his 
duplicitous brother Tamir (Sir Ben 
Kingsley) and cast adrift on the 


street, without his trademark beard 
or any form of identification. 

Zoey (Anna Faris), the tomboyish 
manager of a vegan feminist non¬ 
profit co-operative, takes pity on 
Aladeen, accepting him as an 
immigrant called Allison Burgers. 

Sparks of romance are 
continually extinguished by 
Aladeen’s bigotry. And when Zoey 
eventually discovers the truth about 
his identity, she is horrified. 

The Dictator delights and 
disturbs, careening from razor sharp 
satire to the Monty Python-esque). 


It’s hard to resist a wry smile 
when Baron Cohen’s abominable 
protagonist makes a speech to 
American dignitaries and exposes 
the Land Of The Free as a 
dictatorship in all but name. 

If you judge the film solely on the 
number of belly laughs it packs into 
83 minutes and ignore the 
occasional lulls, it’s a rousing 
success. 

Some gags are so jaw- 
droppingly offensive you can feel 
the oxygen being sucked out of the 
cinema. Faint hearts beware.

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Chelsea's year-round interest 


V ISITORS to this year’s 
RHS Chelsea Flower 
Show will no doubt see 
spring flowers in bloom long 
after their natural flowering 
period, while late summer 
perennials and other flowering 
plants will be brought forward in 
artificial conditions to ensure 
they are flowering for the event. 

But Arne Maynard, garden designer of 
the Laurent-Perrier Bicentenary Garden 
at this year’s show, says his aim is to 
create a usable gardeners’ garden that 
works through all seasons. 

It’s his second garden for Chelsea - 
the first won Best in Show in 2000 in 
collaboration with Piet Oudolf. Maynard 
said: “The garden is designed to be an 
inspirational yet achievable realisation of 
enduring elegance - something that can 
be grown and enjoyed in a real situation. 
It will bear fruit and provide flowers 
throughout the year, with each element 
having its time to shine.” 

Low-level topiary and pleached 
copper beech trees provide structure and 
beautiful colour all year round, as the 
copper beech leaves turn a stunning 
golden colour over winter. 

Topiary box act as ‘sentinels’ or 
markers in the garden, drawing the eye 
to particular points of interest, while a 
specimen pear tree creates grandeur and 
will bear fruit in autumn. 

Rich, deep burgundy, soft pinks and 
pale lilacs make up the colour scheme 
and plants which add a romantic veil 
during the summer months include 
roses, poppies (Papaver somniferum 
‘Double Black’ and P. ‘Double Lilac’ are

particular gems), as well as salvias, 
geraniums and dianthus. 

“Creating a garden with year-round 
interest, for most gardeners, is a gradual 
process,” he says. 

“It takes time to gather plants that 
work well in the different aspects of a 
garden and to work out successful plant 
combinations. 

“There are no rules governing how 
you create year-round effect, but there 
are a few things you can do to ensure 
your garden is constantly evolving.” 

He offers the following tips to create a 
garden with year-round interest: 

■ Understand your garden. Look at its 
aspect, soil type and consider the effect 
you are hoping to create. Your choice, 
whether it be a neat, clipped look, or a 
billowy, natural feel, will affect your 
choice of plants. 

■ Visit a local nursery or garden centre 
every month for ideas. Look for colours 
that will suit a particular area of your 
garden and include flowers and foliage. 
Look for unusual textures and differing 
heights. Check the labels to see what 
height and breadth the plant is likely to 
reach in maturity as this will determine 
where you place it in the bed. 

■ Look for plants that seem to thrive in 
neighbours’ gardens and for those that 



appear naturalised in hedgerows or 
fields. These are the building blocks for 
your planting scheme and are sure to do 
well in your soil. 

■ Don’t be afraid of trees. Even in small 
gardens, a well-placed tree can set 
everything else off. “I think all gardens 
should have at least one fruit tree, which 
can be trained or pruned to keep the 


shape neat,” Maynard says. 

He loves using topiary in his designs and 
stresses that a well-chosen tree can add 
either a contemporary feel or bring a 
touch of tradition to a garden. 

■ Try to keep your planting scheme 
tight. Either choose a colour scheme or 
a limited palette of plants, to ensure 
your garden feels like one whole space 


rather than a series of separate spaces. 
Repeat a few plants throughout the 
scheme to give the garden an elegant 
simplicity.
